O those whose business compels them to take a va-

after all. Back she goes, to the disconsolate young man’s 
great delight; and then a turn of fortune brings him 
a large sum of money. But all is not to be plain sailing; 
for two crooks, old pals of Dolly’s who have cheated and 
been in turn cheated by her, turn up to share in her 
good fortune. They intend to have a slice of poor 
Steve’s dough by blackmailing Dolly. 

These precious newcomers, a man and a woman 
(played in excellent style by Lowell Sherman and Gwen 
Lee), announce themselves as Dolly’s cousins. Her 
hands are tied; and Steve is an easy victim for the 
sharpers. At least he would have been had Dolly not 
worked herself up at last to the pitch of . genuine 
heroism, and sacrificed her liberty for his welfare. She 
tells him that she is a crook; that her supposed cousins 
are crooks; and she telephones to the police and 
surrenders, 

And still a happy ending comes out of all; for love 
in the movies—and, really, quite often in actual life— 
is unconquerable. 

Dolly, of course, is played by Norma Shearer, who 
gives one. of the cleverest characterizations of her 
career—revealing, in fact, one or two new veins of 
ability which one hopes will be employed in future films. 
John Mack Brown presents a very good interpretation 
of the ardent, simple, faithful Steve.

HE old Dismal Swamp Canal, forming the main 
T portion of the inland waterway between Norfolk, 

Va.. and Elizabeth City, N. C., has been conveyed 
to the government. The canal is one of, the most historic 
transportation routes in the United States. It was 
visioned by leaders of the colonies of Virginia and North 
Carolina long before the Revolution, but it remained for 
the genius of George Washington to conquer the tangled 
wilderness that was Dismal Swamp, still one of the 


wonders of nature in America.

The route the Father of his Country chose was a maze 
of tangled vines, brush and vegetation, anchored in the 
trees of centuries, cypress trees, for which the swamp 
is famous. Over the bogs the course was laid, hewn out 
of this wilderness with the axe. 

Then came the War of Independence. Actual construc- 
tion of the canal began toward the close of the century, 
and it was opened with great ceremony in 1820, more 
than a hundred years ago. 

From 1820 until 1860 the canal experienced its heyday, 


with little competition. Over its course sailed cotton, 
tobacco, corn, barrel staves and the like to market. 

During the war between the States the canal fell into 
disrepair, and afterward came the Albemarle and Chesa- 
peake Canal to the seaward with its greater depth. From 
then until the late ’90s the old Dismal Swamp Canal 
marked time. Just before the dawn of the present cen- 
tury it was rehabilitated, but soon followed government 
ownership of the Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal and 
elimination of tolls.
